that anything that breeds hate 
ll repulsive to me." 


Ford laid "it It my opinion 


that the German people, as a 
whole, are not in sympathy with 
their rulers in their anti-Jewish 
policies, which Is the work of a 
few war-makers at the top." 


"I 
believe that 
the 
United 
States cannot fall at this time to 
maintain Its traditional role as 
a haven for the oppressed," Ford 
stated. "I am convinced not only 
that this country could 
absorb 


many of the victims who must 
find 
a refuge outside of their 


native lands, but that as many 
of them as could be admitted un- 
der our selective quota system 
would constitute a real asset to 
our country, 


"Because of their special adapt 


ability In the fields of production, 
distribution and agriculture, they 
would offer 
to the business of 
this country a new Impetus at a 
time like this, when it la badly 
needed, x x x 


"I nm confident that the time 
is near when there will be so 
many jobs available in this coun- 
try that the entrance of a few 
thousand Jews, or other

Government cir- 
cles predicted he could muster 
strength enough to override op- 
position of communists and soc- 
ialists. 


In Rumania, King Carol, who 


also emerged dramatically as his 
nation's strong man, acted with 
similar speed to extend his pow- 
er. 


The British 
government 
an- 


nounced a broad plan for mobili- 
zation of every household In Brit- 
ain for voluntary national service 
in the face of a threat of war. 
Sir John Anderson, Lord Privy 


Seal, and minister 
for 
civilian 


defense, also warned the house 
of commons that Institution of a 
compulsory national register "may 
become necessary." He said ma- 
chinery which would bring such 
compulsory mobilization Into ef- 
fect within three weeks of the 
outbreak of war was being pre- 
pared. 
Daladier was undisputed mas- 


ter in France after crushing a 
one-day general strike in protest 
against his policies. Ho ordered

taken In Tcxns, the Game, Fish 
and Oyster Commission pointed 
out today in its annual report 
for the fiscal year ending August 
31, 1938. 


Executive 
Secretary 
Will J. 


Tucker 
announced 
the commis- 


sion had 
distributed 1-1,007 bob- 


white quail, a record in Texas 
for -this species, and 371 white 
tailed deer, almost four times the 
number distributed In 1037. 


In addition, he said, the com- 


missions' 
nine 
fish 
hatcheries 
during the fiscal year produced 
3,068,705 fish 
for distribution to 


public lakes and streams, all but 
142,735 being of fingerllng size. 


The report emphasized results 


of fish rescue operations carried 
on throughout the year by Game 
Wardens, pointing out that 
2, 


040,279 fish, many of them ma 
ture, were rescued from streams 
about to dry up during the hot 
summer months, or from waters 
otherwise unsuitable to fish 
life. 
The rescued fish, amounting al- 
most to the total produced by the 
nine fish hatcheries, were placed 
in permanent bodies of water. 
Demand for Quail. 
The report said that there was 


an unprecedented 
demand 
for 


bobwhite qimll during the fiscal 
year, and that in an effort 
to 


meet It with funds available for 
that purpose 
the 
commission 


placed 
orders for 
18,000 bords 


trapped in Mexico. 
Only 14.075 


were delivered because the Im- 
porters 
could 
not 
obtain 
them 


from across the border, it was 
explained. During the fiscal year 
1936-1937, the report points out, 
only 10,000 quail were distribut- 
ed. 


The birds were sold at cost to 
sportsmen on a co-operative basis 
a quail being given free to each 
purchaser of one. 
Tucker said in many Instances 


field biologists of the game de- 
partment 
were consulted before 
sportsmen released their birds. 


"A restocking program involv- 


ing quail, or any other species of 
wildlife," Tucker said, "Is justi- 
fied only if tho birds or animals 
are released 
In adequately pro- 
tected habitats containing suffic- 
ient food and cover. 
Protection 


Is provided by Gome 
Wardens 


and by conservation-conscious in- 
dividuals.

Tucker said 
an 
educational 
campaign 
stressing 
game 
man- 
agement principles had been un- 
der way for some time. "During 
the past year," he said, "it was 
Intensified, to the tangible bene- 
fit of quail and 
other 
wildlife 
species." 
The total of 
371 white-tailed 


deer distributed to depleted ranges 
throughout the state is compared 
to the 1936-1937 total of 103 dis- 
tributed. 
The report points out 
that about half the 371 deer dis- 
tributed in the spring 
of 
1038 
were trapped In the wild on a 
Hill 
country ranch and 
"were 


thus well equipped to adopt them- 
selves to their new environments" 
In 
previous years virtually all 
deer distributed had been raised 
by landowners in a state of al- 
most complete domsetication and 
the mortality rate among them 
was high, the report said. 


No wild turkeys were distrib- 


uted. "Hill country landowners," 
the report said, "who in the past 
had allowed trapping 
on 
their 
property decided to give the tur- 
key population a chance to com- 
pletely recover from a succession 
of bad years. The severe drouth 
of 1S32 to 1935, followed by tor- 
rential floods in the latter year 
took a heavy toll. 
In 1936 and 


1937, however, the production rate 
Increased greatly with more fa- 
vorable conditions, and the 1938 
hatch was believed the best in 
s.even years. 
The 
course . taken 


by landowners to maintain the 
present abundant supply undoubt- 
edly will greatly assit Texas in 
maintaining Its reputation as the 
"No. 1 deer and wild 
turkey 
state In tho Union," 
Indian Partridges. 


The department reported a few 
Chukar partridges and rlngneck 
pheasants wreo purchased for ex- 
perimental purposes. 
Tho Chuk- 
ars, natives of India that are be- 
lieved 
to prefer 
high altitudes 
with little rainfall, were placed 
in the Panhandle, and the pheas- 
ants In the vicinity of Kl Paso. 
In addition, 267 Gambol quail were 
trapped and delivered to sports- 
men in extreme western Texas, 
The report briefly summarizes 
research work of the Texas Co- 
operative Wildlife Research Unit 
at A. and M. College, which

"Fish hatchery superintendents"

;ributed Included black bass, cal- 
co bass, breem, crappie, channel 
catfish, goggle-eye and perch. The 
San Angelo hatchery led in pro- 
duction with a total output of 
56'M50 fish, tho report said. 


Now Hatcheries Built. 
Two 
major 
steps toward in- 
encrcasing the fish supply were 
taken during 'the year, the com- 
pletion of a $96,878.60 hatchery at 
Lake Dallas, financed chiefly by 
tho WPA, and the start of con- 
struction work on a proposed 43- 
lond 
hatchery near Natalia in 


Medina county. 
The latter pro- 
ject also Is being undertaken with

assistance, 
but 
sportsmen

contributing to a special Medina

HEALTH OFFICER 


HARD TO CONTROL SPREAD 
OF DISEASE AND DANGEROUS 


TO YOUNG CHILDREN 


AUSTIN, Dec. 1.— (SpU—"Some 
communicable diseases arc meas- 
urably controllable from a pub- 
lic health point of view. 
How- 
ever, whooping cough is not yet 
one of them. It 
appears 
and 
spreads rapidly despite every ef- 
fort to hold It In check. Because 
of the great difficulty In apply- 
ing effective measures, many par- 
ents 
consider 
this 
childhood 
trouble as inevitable. They fool- 
ishly argue that since their child 
is bound to get whooping cough 
anyway, the sooner it Is history, 
the better," states Dr. Goo. w. 
,Cox, state health 
officer 
' "It is true that 
many older 
children do not appear u> su.tur 
serious consequences from 
this 
disease, nevertheless in this group 
pneumonia and tuberculosis some- 
times follow In its wake, which 
Is serious enough. But when the 
attack 
Is 
experienced by , the 
very young, it la likely to be ex- 
tremely dangerous. 
For example, 
of the 
whooping cough deaths 
in Texas during 1937 totaling 337, 
ninety-five 
percent 
were under 
five years of age," Dr. Cox point- 
ed out. 
"While it is impossible to keep 
children from other 
youngsters, 
parents must realize that a cold 
actually may be the forerunner 
of whooping cough. 
Once this 
possibility is appreciated, a phy- 
sician will be summoned 
when 
a cold evidences itself and the 
child 
prevented from 
mingling 
with other children. It should be 
•understood that It is at this pe- 
riod of the attack, usually before 
a diagnosis has been made, that 
whooping cough Is most contagi- 
ous.

Wilhclm Goering was dis- 
tressed by the latest phase 
of German persecution of 
the .lowa. Among his many 
tasks, as a high Nazi official 
Is the conservation of raw 
materials. He has been ad- 
monishing the people to pre- 
serve every scrap of paper 
and bit 
of 
tinfoil, every 


meat bone and potato peel- 
ing. 
He is the director of 


the four-year economic plan 
which aims to make Ger- 
many wholly self-sufficient. 


It is in this capacity of 


national conserver that the 
smashing and destruction of 
Jewish property 
annoyed 


him. 
He has no more con- 


sideration 
for 
the 
Jews 


themselves than have other 
Nazis. 
Germany 
needs 


their property 
and 
must 


have it all. in the end. 


The current pogrom has 


destroyed 
much 
of that 


property and consequently 
has been the worst set-back 
to the four year program 
that it has suffered from 
any 
cause. Jewish goods 


which might have come in- 
to the hands of the govern- 
ment have been destroyed 
or damaged. The loan mar- 
ket has been disturbed by 
displacement of large sums 
of money involved in the 
"Aryanization" of the capi- 
tal market. So Goering re- 
grets the excesses of 
the 


latest persecution, not for 
their essential evil but for 
their economic cost to the 
Reich. 


That is 
a 
selfish, 
but 


practical, viewpoint. It will 
not stop Jewish persecu- 
tions, but may check their 
most 
violent 
manifesta- 


tions. 
Goering 
himself, 


however, does not seem to 
carry his reasoning to its 
logical 
conclusion, which 


would be recognition of the 
useful part German Jew's 
play in the national econ- 
omy.

Mayor La Guardia of New 
York, "is .between 500,000 
and 1,000,000."

If two thirds or more of the cot- 


ton farmers voting in the referen- 
dum favor cotton marketing quo- 
tas, the cotton marketing quotas 
established persuant to the pro- 
visions of the Agricultural Adjust- 
ment Act of 1938, will be in ef- 
fect for the 1939 cotton crop. It 
more than one third of the cotton 
farmers voting in tho referendum 
oppose the cotton marketing quo- 
tas, the quotas will not be In ef- 
fect 
in 1939, the 
offical notice 


states. 
The notice carries the following 


six provisions: 
1. Farmers who are engaged in 


the production of cotton in 1938, 
as 
owncr-operalor, cash 
tenant, 


standing rent or 
fixed-rent ten- 


ant, 
or landlord of a share ten- 


ant,, or as share tenant or share- 
cropper, arc eligible to vote (ex- 
cept as provided in paragraph 2 
below.) 


May Not Bo Eligible. 
2. Since marketing quotas are 


not applicable to cotton the staple 
of which is 1 1-2 inches or more 
in length, a person who was en- 
gaged in the production of such 
cotton in 1938 shall not be elig- 
ible to vote unless he was also 
engaged in the production of cot- 
ton in 1938 the staple of which 
was less than 1 1-2 inches in 
length. 
3. No cotton farmer (whether 


an individual, partnership, corpor- 
ation, firm, association or other 
legal entity) shall be entitled to 
more than one vote in the referen- 
dum, even though ho may have 
been engaged In 1939 in the pro- 
duction of cotton in two or more 
communities, counties or states. 


4. There shall be no voting by 
mall, proxy or agent, but a duly 
authorized officer of a corporation, 
firm, association or other legal 
entity or duly authorlgzed mem- 
ber of a partnership may cast its 
vote. 


Only One to Vote. 
5. In case several persons, such 


as husband and wife, and children 
participated in the production of 
cotton in 1938 under the same 
rental or cropping agreement or 
lease, only the person or persons 
who signed or entered Into the 
rental or cropping agreement or 
lease shall be eligible to vote. 


6. In the event two or more 


persons engaged in producing cot- 
ton in 1938 not as members of a 
partnership 
but as 
tenants 
in 


common or 
joint tenants or 
as 


owners of 
community property, 
each such person i is entitled to 
vote.

$9.000,000,000 In capital. 
And all 


of this time business was being 
lambasted from all sides." 
Moss said much of the "false 


propaganda" against business ha 
been spread In appeals to voters. 
"And I am not criticizing any 


one 
political party," he added. 


"As far as I am concerned, one 
is as guilty as the other." 
Moss said he believed It was 
propaganda" against business has
